NIN HETHER the Apoſtle in this 
< vw 0 Paſſage refers to that ſtrong Propen- 
| ſity to advance the Intereſt and to 
$£ promote the Happineſs of our Fel- 
low- Creatures, ſo viſible in the pure and un- 
corrupted Part of the World, and therefore ſpeaks 
of it as a Principle implanted in us by the im- 
mediate Hand of Go p, or whether his Obſer- 
5 b vation 
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vation be grounded upon the poſitive Precepts 
of our SAvIOUR, is a Circumſtance rather 
difficult and perhaps unneceſſary for us to de- 


termine, 


The Apoſtle's Remark is certainly in every 
View of it perfectly juſt, © that we are ourſelves 
e taught of Gop to love one another ;” that is, 
that in the original Conſtitution of human Na- 
ture, as it came out of the Hands of Gop, the 
general Principles of Love and Affection were 


implanted in us, that we have a ſort of innate 


hereditary Bias, towards the Advancement of 
human Happineſs. The Sentiments of your own 
Breaſts will confirm it to you; the Conduct of 
many now preſent affords ſtriking Examples of 
it to the World ; and we muſt conſtantly obſerve 
that, when our Nature is free from Corruption, 
this original Propenfity diſcovers itſelf in a cloſe 
Attention to the various Wants and Infirmities 
of our Fellow-Creatures. But ſtill, the common 
Practice of Mankind in all Ages of the World 
explains to us how very little the unimproved 
Dictates of Nature alone are capable of without 


ſome particular Directions; it diſcovers chat, 


without 
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without them, Men feldom arrive at Years of 
Maturity before they have given Way to the 
Power of ſome vicious Inclination, and, inſtead 
of an Obedience to the genuine Suggeſtions of 
natural Conſcience, have been corrupted by the 
Folly and Extravagance of thoſe around them. 


But Chriſtianity under the Influence of the 
Almighty now adminiſters to us that additional 
Support and Encouragement formerly ſo much 
wanted; for we have not only the inſtinctive Be- 
nevolence of our original Nature, the Gratifica- 
tion of our beſt Affections, the Support of Society, 
and the Senſe. of our own perſonal Safety to ſtir 
up within us the Exerciſe of Love, but we have 
the Imtimations of God's Will, and the direct 
Commands of our Saviour himſelf, to excite - us 
to the Practice and to confirm us in our Habits 
of Benevolence. 


Jr sus ſaid to his Diſciples, a few Hours be- 
fore he took his laſt Farewell of them, a new 
* Commandment I give unto you, that ye love 
<« one another as I have loved you; by this 
* ſhall all Men know that ye are my Diſciples.” 
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Words cannot be more expreſs, and no Authority 
can carry with it that Strength and Force of 


Perſuaſion which is here conveyed to us in the 


Recommendation and Practice of our Saviouk. 
For the Lok Þ of Life and Glory by condeſ- 
ing to viſit his Creatures, by putting on the Infir- 
mities of the Fleſh, and not only affording us In- 
ſtruction, but alſo giving himſelf as an Example of 
what ſhould be our Conduct has furniſhed ſuch an 
Aſſiſtance as we could not expect, ſuch as demands 
from us an Obedience the moſt perfect we can give 


to the moſt ſolemn Law of our Creator. 


Whether therefore the Apoſtte's Obſervation 
was founded upon the direct poſitive Commands 
of our Saviour CHRIST, or upon the original 
genuine Conſtitution of human Nature, it bears 
ſo near a Relation to the Subject upon which J 
am now called to addreſs you, that I could not 
but think it a very ſuitable Introduction to thoſe 
Obſervations I am about to lay before you: 


Whether the Apoſtle's Remark was founded 
upon the one Principle or the other, give me leave 
to expreſs this YO” Wiſh in his own Words,

It is true, the Wiſdom and Mercy of Gov have 
already afforded us, in the Order and Conſtitu- 
tion of the World around us, an almoſt infinite 
Variety of Circumſtances to convince us that it is 
our Duty, nay, that it is our Intereſt, to look 
beyond ourſelves and to contribute our utmoſt 
to the Advancement of the general Happineſs of 
Mankind. The Precepts of our Saviour upon 
this Point lie plain and open before us. The ſa- 
cred Records are all of them full of Encourage- 
ment, and of Threats as well as Promiſes, nay 
of every Motive which can direct the Reaſon or 
affect the Heart, or that can in any Shape extend 
the Principles of Mercy and LOO to 
the whole Race of Mankind. 


It may ſeem ſtrange then that we ſhould ever 
be inſenſible to the Force or unmindful of the Prac- 
tice of this Duty. Here indeed Juſtice muſt be 
done to the general Spirit and Character of the

Times we live in, and the Country we inhabit, 


.diſtinguiſhed far beyond all others in the Bounty 


and Magnificence of its charitable Inſtitutions, 
There is not a bodily Diſeaſe or Suffering, to which 
the beſt and moſt ſeaſonable Relief is not quickly 
afforded. Hoſpitals and Infirmaries for the Sick 
Poor, by the general Benevolence of our People, 
are erected in almoſt every Part of this Kingdom. 
The deſerted Infant, the helpleſs female Orphan, 
nay, the penitent Proſtitute is not ſuffered to call in 
vain for your Aſſiſtance, the ſorrowful Sighing of 
the Priſoner is heard and is relieved, thoſe Circum- 
ſtances of Weakneſs and Diſtreſs, which the Wives 
of the labouring Poor would otherwiſe fink un- 
der, are made more eaſy and more comfortable, 
by a Proviſion. for their temporary Wants and 
Neceſſities; in ſhort, almoſt every Affliction in 
this Land of Liberty and Humanity is ſoftened 
in ſome Degree by Generoſity and Compaſſion. 


Here it 'is that we muſt look for the gene- 
ral Cauſe of our Proſperity from the Hand of 
Go, not to a better directed Policy, nor to a ſu- 
perior Degree of Induſtry and Capacity over. other 
Nations, not to a more juſt Senſe of the Princi- 

ples 


— — 
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ples of Commerce, or to more enlarged Views of 


national Honour in our Council or in the Field, 
but to that generous and tender Regard ſhewn to 
the Diſtreſſes of our Fellow-Creatures, to that 
Humanity which is characteriſtic of the People: 
of this —_— 


But t if fuck be the generous Inclinations of our- 
People, it. may be faid, Why do we ſee ſo much 
Miſery in our Streets, Why does the Voice of- 
Wretchedneſs ſo often pour forth its Complaints: 
before us? In anſwer to this, though it neither 
ſuits my Inclinations as a Man, nor my Profeſſion: 
as a Miniſter of the Goſpel of Cuxisr in any one 
Inſtance to run the Hazard of leſſening the be- 
nevolent Feelings of the human Heart, I am: 
compelled to fay; that I fear it ariſes too often 
from the Idleneſs and Proftigacy of the Perſons: 
themſelves. But then, from whence are that Idle- 
neſs and that habitual Profligacy derived? Too- 
large a Portion, if not the whole of it,. I believe, 
may be traced up to a neglected, vicious Edu- 
cation amongſt the lower Ranks of the People; 
and, though all the ſeveral Avenues to Miſery. 
3 have mentioned, ſeem to be, and are, 

thus 
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thus cautiouſly guarded, there till remains this 
great Source of human Wretchedneſs open be- 
fore us, for which neither the Wiſdom nor the 
Mercy of our Anceſtors nor of ourſelves, hath 


yet provided a full and ſufficient Remedy. It is 


that Neglect, that Misfortune, which this Socix rv 
was in a great Meaſure inſtituted to obviate, the 
general Want of a proper religious Education 
amongſt the inferior Orders of our People. 


The Object is, indeed, too great and too ex- 
tenſive to be embraced in one univerſal Plan. 
The Conduct of it is therefore intruſted by the 
Laws of our Country and by the Practice of this 
SOCIETY to the Adminiſtration of each parti- 
cular Diſtrict, and the Advantages attending theſe 
parochial Inſtitutions, when thoroughly under. 
ſtood, come ſo home to the Heart and Aﬀec- 
tions, as well as the Reaſon of every good Man, 
that they are wiſely left to the Manners of Man- 
kind, to the general Equity and Humanity of 
thoſe who are able to ſupport them ; and it re- 
flects great Credit upon any Body of People to 
have formed and maintained Eſtabliſhments of - 
this Kind, with ſo much Spirit and Generoſity, 

as 
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as we find exerted in this great City and its 


Neighbourhood. A ſtrong Senſe of their general 


Utility was one of the firſt Motives for the Foun- 


dation of this SociE Tv, the Members of which 


are now aſſembled. to teſtify to Gop and to the 


World the Uprightneſs, and, they truſt, the happy 
Effects of their Endeavours. The Appearance of 


theſe Children now before our Eyes, (many of 


them, I doubt not, reſcued by your Means, from 


being a Diſgrace to themſelves and to their Coun- 
try) muſt convince us of the extenſive Benefits 
derived from theſe Eſtabliſhments. For what muſt 
have been the Conſequence, if ſo large a Portion 
of the Children of theſe great Cities had been ſuf- 
fered to grow up in total Ignorance and Idleneſs, 
and left at full Liberty to collect the Vices and 
abandoned Principles of thoſe who would have 
lain in Wait to deceive them? Whoſe Fortune, 
whoſe Happineſs, whoſe Life would be ſecure 


amidſt ſuch an increaſing Torrent of Robbery, 


Theft, and Murder as would then be let looſe 


upon us? Even with all the Care and Applica- 
tion the beſt and wiſeſt Men can beſtow- in the 


Diſcovery of Means to prevent them, Frauds and 
Robberies become more daring and till multiply 
C upon 
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upon us. What a rapid Progreſs have Debau- 
chery and Profaneneſs, Diſreſpect of Magiſtrates, 
Contempt of all Law and Order, made amongſt 
the inferior Ranks of the People? When or 
where ſuch a wretched Scene of Things will end 
Gop only knows! More ſevere Laws, more fre- 
quent Executions will, I fear, take Place, though 
Gop forbid! For no Good Man reflects at pre- 


| ſent without Horror upon the ſad Neceſſity we 


are under of conſigning over ſo many wretched 
Objects to an immediate Death, for which, I 


fear, they are ſeldom ſufficiently prepared. 


But, how can any material Change for the bet- 
ter take Place, if the Children of the Poor are to 
continue from Age to Age, to be brought up 
wild in our Streets in Idleneſs and Vice, which 
we all too ſenſibly know to be infectious? In- 
ſtruction, Correction, and Example, are, each of 
them, neceſſary to form the Infant Mind to good 
Habits and a virtuous Conduct, and the private 
Families of the loweſt Rank of the People do, I 
fear, in theſe great Cities, amidſt ſuch Scenes of 


Profligacy and Corruption, but ſeldom afford the 


neceſſary 
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neceſſary Requiſites of either good Precept or good 
Example. 


Suffer me then to lay before you in the plaineſt 
Manner I am able ſome few of the principal 
Motives which have induced this SociE Tx to 
think, that, in the Support of theſe Inſtitutions, 
they have not only punctually obeyed the Pre- 
cepts of Nature and the Goſpel, which in ſuch 
ſtrong Terms inculcate the general Duty of Love 
one towards another, but that their Deſign is 
founded upon the generous and enlarged Plan of 
giving not only Comfort and Happineſs to In- 
dividuals, but ſolid and laſting Benefits to their 


Country. 


Few Perſons, I believe, are ſufficiently aware 


of the very great and important Advantages de- 
rived to the Public from the Eſtabliſhment of 
Parochial CuARITY Schools. They have contri- 
buted more than we, perhaps, generally appre- 
hend to the Advancement of real Knowledge and 
Information throughout the World at large. In 


our Commerce, both at Home and Abroad, we 


have very ſenſibly felt the Benefits of them. Many 
82 who 


” 
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who would have remained mere Hewers of Wood 
and Drawers of Water, and whoſe Labour would 
but have barely ſupported their own Exiſtence, 
by the Knowledge they have acquired under theſe 
Eſtabliſhments have found Employment for other 
Talents, have improved the Arts, and have car- 
ried on your Manufactures to a great Degree of 
Perfection. 


By the Means of thoſe firſt Principles of reli- 
gious and uſeful Science, which they have attained 
under ſuch a Patronage, they have been raiſed 
from Ignorance to a proper Senſe of their Con- 
dition as Men, they have become better acquaint- 
ed with their Duty both towards Gop and one 
another, they have acquired a due Knowledge 
of Chriſtianity, and have acted through Life ac- 
cordingly. 


A juſt Senſe of Subordination was early incul- 
cated, and inſtead of being Thieves and Robbers, 
which their Ignorance and the bad Examples they 
muſt have met with in the World, would have 
too probably tempted them to become, they riſe 
up into honeſt Men and ſenſible Artizans ; inſtead 

| of 
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of herding with a thoughtleſs Mob in Oppoſition 


to legal Authority and juſt Government they be- 


come the Friends of Order, the firm Supporters 


of the Laws and Conſtitution of the Realm. 


Theſe are but a few of the Advantages that 
muſt naturally flow from ſuch excellent Inſtitu- 
tions. No doubt but there are Inſtances, too 
many, where Vice and Folly have gotten the bet- 
ter of the beſt Inſtruction and the worthieſt Ex- 
amples. We mult expect it. It is no more than 
what we daily experience, even among the Youth 
of Family and Fortune, in every Scene of public 
and of private Education. It is rather a Mat- 
ter of Surpriſe, that theſe unhappy Events do 
not more frequently take place, when we ſee 
the ſad Examples ſo often ſet by their Parents 


themſelves. 


The moſt natural Wiſh for a benevolent Mind 


to expreſs upon this Occaſion is, that it might 
be in our Power to provide completely againſt 


this radical Defect in human Society, that a pro- 


per Method could be deviſed to ſecure the Chil- 
dren of the Poor againſt the fatal Effects of bad 


Example, . 


. 
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Example, till they attained to an Age when Reaſon 


might exert itſelf with Effect and the Paſſions be 


under ſome Subjection and Controul, till their 
Minds could be ſo far ſtrengthened by good 


Principles, as to be Proof againſt the Seductions 


of Vice and Wickedneſs, to which in their Situa- 
tion they will be expoſed, in every Stage of their 
Lives. | |

And here, let me obſerve, that although many 
very excellent Laws have been provided for the 
Aſſiſtance and Protection of theſe Children, after 
they are taken from your Care and are articled as 
Apprentices in Trade, no Attention to their Wel- 
fare can be better employed than in a cloſe and 
minute Examination into the Character and Con- 
duct of thoſe who offer to receive them. 


But, in ſpeaking upon this Subject, it is ſcarce- 
ly poſſible to paſs over, without Notice, the wiſe 
and humane Intentions of thoſe who formed the 
Deſign, or of the Legiſlature in giving their Au- 
thority to the Regulations, for the Benefit of the 
Infant Poor within theſe Cities and their Neigh- 


bourhood; and my own particular Situation has 
afforded 
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afforded me the Pleaſure of obſerving in one very 
large and populous Diſtrict their beneficial Influ- 
ence; where the proper Officers will do their Duty;. 
and I ſcruple not to ſay, that, by a due Attention 
to the Letter and Spirit of thoſe Laws, the Pariſh: 
Officers have it in their Power to preſerve the 
Lives of many Hundreds yearly, who under the 
former Practice would have fallen a Sacrifice to 
the confined noxious Air of a Town Workhouſe *.

By the two Acts of Parliament for the Benefit of the Infant 


Poor within the Bills of Mortality, paſſed in the Second and 


Seventh Years of his preſent Majeſty, all Pariſh Poor Chil- 
dren within the above Limits under the Age of fix Years, are 
directed to be ſent to Nurſes in the Country, at a Diſtance not 
leſs than three Miles from the Cities of London and We/tminſter, 
An almoſt uniform Obedience to the Directions of the ſaid Acts 
within the Pariſh of St Martin in the Fields, enables me to ſtate 
the following Account-in this ſhort Note to the Reader. 


On the 31ſt of December 1775, the Number of Children under 
the Care of that Pariſh was 272, 


at Nurſe, - - 146 
in the Workhouſe, 126 


— ——-— — 


Total 272 
1775 — died at Nurſe 14. 
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By theſe benevolent Acts many Children will 
be preſerved to receive the Benefit of theſe In- 
ſtitutions, and 1t 1s much to be wiſhed that your 
Funds were more permanent and extenſive, that 
you might afford a ſtill further Security both to 
their Lives and Morals. But if we cannot do 
what we would, let us with Chearfulneſs and Ala- 
crity do what we can, let us give to them an 
Opportunity, at one Period of their Being, at 
leaſt, of Improvement in true Religion and Vir- 
tue, in the uſeful Arts of Writing and Arithme- 
tic, and in general Habits of Induſtry and Atten- 
tion. Theſe are the true Grounds and Ends of 
the Inſtitutions in view to lead the Children of 
the Poor, from their uſual Idleneſs and from bad 


Example, into the due Exertion of their Talents, 
to

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to inſtil into their tender Minds ſolid good Prin- 
ciples for them to act upon, and not only to give 
them an Inclination to procure an honeſt Liveli- 
hood by their Labour and Induſtry, but to fur- 
niſh them with a due Proportion of Knowledge 
and the proper Means of improving under it. 
Theſe muſt ever make a Part, and a very conſi- 
derable Part of every good Man's Wiſhes; for it 
is impoſſible to paſs over in Silence, or without 
a Degree of real Anxiety to be Witneſs to, the 
Wretchedneſs to which Ignorance and Incapacity 
alone oblige many poor Creatures to ſubmit. 


_ Senſible I am indeed that mere manual La- 
bour without any Aid from theſe uſeful Sciences 
will procure an ample Support for many againſt 
every Invaſion of Poverty or Want. But the 
Number in that Walk of Life we find to be ſuf- 
ficiently extenſive already, we experience it in 
ſome Degree by their frequent Application to 
Theft and Robbery, under the plauſible Pretence 
that Induſtry is of no Uſe to them from their 
want of Employment. When they have therefore 
other Reſources, when they have ſome little Ac- 
quaintance with theſe Sciences, their Ingenuity 

d | has 
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has a wider Scope, and the Scene of their Uſeful 


neſs becomes more enlarged ; they are encou- 


raged, nay, they are enabled by it, to invent Im- 
provements in Huſbandry and our Manufactures, 
and to carry the Arts of Life to a much greater 
Degree of Perfection. And this is the proper 
Employment for the Mind of Man placed as he 
is in a World deſigned to be progreſſive; and I 
heſitate not to ſay, that great Injuſtice is done to 
Gov, the Author of our Nature, if we do not 
conſtantly attend to and encourage every Improve- 


ment which may be made in it. 


Theſe, it may be ſaid, are only general political 
Inducements to the Obſervation of this Duty. It 
is true; but ſtill they are of ſuch a Nature that 
no conſiderate and good Man can long remain in- 
ſenſible to them. But, the Conduct of this So- 
CIETY ſhews, that to form the tender Mind to 
a juſt Senſe of the Value of Chriſtianity, to enable 
it to act up to the Principles of it, and to diffuſe 
the Knowledge of its moſt uſeful Precepts, are 
Points very attentively purſued by the Members 
of it; whoſe great Object is to go along with and 
to encourage the generous Efforts of Individuals.

For which Purpoſe they every Year provide at a 
very conſiderable Expence large Impreſſions of 
the moſt valuable Tracts in the Engh;p Lan- 
guage, ſuch as will the beſt contribute to the Ad- 
vancement of their pious Deſign of ſpreading the 
Principles of Virtue and true Religion amongſt 
the lower Orders of the People. Theſe as well 
as many Editions of the Engliſb Bible and Com- 
mon Prayer are ſold, under their Direction, at a 
very ſmall and inconſiderable Price. 


But the SocieTY has not only carried into Ex- 
ecution their original Plan of encouraging theſe 
Eſtabliſhments in every Part of this Kingdom, 
and of providing in an ample Manner the neceſ.. 
ſary Materials for their Improvement in Religion 
and Virtue here at Home, but from the good In- 
tention and Succeſs which have always accompa- 
nied their Management, large Subſcriptions have 
been paid into their Hands for the Support of 
Miſſionaries in ſome foreign Countries, to which 
the Attention of another truly venerable Society 
does not extend. This alſo has been well and 
ſucceſsfully conducted, and ſome thouſand Copies 
of the Bible and of our Liturgy have been printe 
| d 2 in 
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in the Arabic Language, and diſperſed in thoſe 
Parts of the World, where the Principles of Chriſ- 


tianity and the ſolemn Offices of our Religion 


muſt have remained, otherwiſe, unknown. They 
have alſo with ſingular Induſtry and at a great 
Expence, printed many thouſand Copies of the 
Bible and Common Prayer, and other valuable 
Tracts in the Welch and Muns Languages, that our 
Fellow Subjects in thoſe Parts of our Dominions 
might derive ſome eſſential Benefit from the improv- 
ed State of Knowledge and Religion amongſt us. 


We muſt all be ſenſible that ſuch liberal and 
extenſive Undertakings cannot be accompliſhed 
without a great Expence, and, as the principal 
Part of it has been, and muſt ſtill continue to be 
ſupported by annual and voluntary Subſcriptions; 
the Fact wants only to be known to prevail upon 
thoſe, who are able, to contribute towards care 
rying ſo wiſe and beneficial a Plan into complete 
Exccution. 


Theſe are the general Deſigns of this SocieTY, 
and we are thoroughly juſtified in obſerving, 


(though it is a hard Sentence to pronounce upon 
the 
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the Conduct and Sentiments of any Man or Body 
of Men) that a Diſpoſition to oppoſe the Deſigns 
of it muſt take its Riſe, either from an Ignorance 
of its true Intention, or from the moſt ignoble 
and ungenerous Principle that can influence the 
Mind of Man, a Deſire to keep Men —_— 
that they may make them Slaves, 


There are indeed other Circumſtances which may 
be mentioned upon this Occaſion, and which may 
affect us ſtill more nearly, The Heart-felt Satis- 
faction which muſt ariſe in the Breaſt of every good 
Man upon the Reflection, that he has contributed 
to preſerve the Integrity and to ſupport the Inno- 
cence of his Fellow-Creatures amidſt a World of 
Profligacy and Vice, is an Encouragement of the 
nobleſt Kind. It is from Actions of this ſort that 
we are to look for Eaſe and Conſolation in the dark 
Seaſons of Diſtreſs, when the Mind is overwhelmed 
with Sickneſs or Deſpair ; when Diſeaſe hath laid its 
cold Hand upon us, and our laſt Moments are ad- 
vancing faſt towards us, when ** thoſe that have ſeen 
tte us ſhall ſee us no more.” What Comfort will 
it adminiſter to the departing Spirit, to be able to 
reflect, that ſome Portion, at leaſt, of the Talents, 
committed to our Truſt, hath been dedicated to 

the 
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the eſſential Service of our Fellow-Creatures, and 
that we have not diſſipated the whole of our Abun- 
dance in the little Follies and trifling Purſuits of Va- 
nity and Extravagance ! Nay, the very Tears we 


ſhed over the Diſtreſſes of the unfortunate will be 


remembered, and that ſhare of our Poſſeſſions which 
we have ſpared to relieve the Wants and to ſupply 
the Neceſſities of our indigent Brethren, will be 
amply repaid to us by the Pleaſure we muſt feel 
in having diſcharged ſo important a Part of he 
Mics allotted to us by o our Maker. 


We ſee a 6nd Caufe in almoſt every TranſaRtion 


of our Lives, and we can never conceive that the 


Great and Wiſe Gop, who evidently rules over the 
Univerſe, would ſuffer ſuch an apparent Inequa- 
lity of Condition to prevail throughout the World 
if it was not to anſwer ſome peculiar good Purpoſe 


of his own; and what one is there ſo highly pro- 
bable as this? that an Opportunity might be 
afforded by it to the whole Race of Mankind of 
diſcovering their real Sentiments and Diſpoſitions, 
the one Part, by a peaceable and contented Acquieſ- 
ence in their inferior Station appointed for them by 
the common Father of us all; the other by a con- 


ſtant unwearied Endeavour to extend the Happi- 


neſs, 
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neſs, and by the due Employment of their Wealth 
and Power, to promote the general Welfare of the 
human Species.

cern expreſſed by every good Parent in providing 
the beſt Education for his Children. I may ap- 
peal for the Truth of this to every one who ſtands 
in that Relation and hears me. . Is there not then 
ſomething due from us towards the Diſcharge of 
that Office, which the univerſal Senſe of Mankind 
ſhews to be ſo important a one? 


I ſhall now leave theſe Obſervations to the Im- 
preſſions which they muſt naturally make upon 
your own Minds : to moſt of you, I doubt not, 
but that an Opportunity of extending your Bounty, 
and contributing towards the Support of ſo admi- 
rable an Inſtitution, is a Source of true genuine 
Satisfaction; to ſuch few or rather no Arguments 
can be neceſlary ; but if there are any, and in this 
Place the Number muſt be ſmall, who have come 
here with a Prejudice againſt theſe Eſtabliſhments,

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let me indulge a Hope that they have heard ſome 
one Obſervation or other, which if it has not re- 
moved, has ſoftened at leaſt their Objection to them. 


With the ſtrong Feeling therefore which I have 
upon my Mind of the many extenſive Benefits and 
Advantages univerſally ariſing from theſe Parochial 
Inſtitutions, you will excuſe, I am ſure, any De- 
gree of Warmth I may have expreſſed in the Recom- 
mendation of them, more eſpecially, when you re- 
collect, that upon this Subject we have all of us, 
as I firſt obſerved, our general Information, from 
the great Gop of Nature evidently implanted upon 
our Minds, we have the revealed Will of our Loxp 
and SAviouR to direct us, the Welfare of Society 
and of ourſelves demanding it from us. It is the 
brighteſt Ornament, the nobleſt Diſtinction of our 
Being ; in the Exerciſe of it here we can alone be 
truly happy; and from our Reflections upon ſuch 
a Conduct it is, that we muſt for ever derive the 
trueſt and moſt laſting Conſolation in every Period 
of our Exiſtence, both in this World and in the next.

grants, chiefly Salfzburgers; who, with two Miſſion- 
aries and a Schoolmaſter, ſettled by themſelves at 
Ebenezer upon ſuch Lands as were aſſigned to them 
by the Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the ſaid Colony. 
Tux great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary for 
the Support and Encouragement of this Infant Settle- 
ment, together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary for their 
Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, had ſo far re- 
duced the Charities belonging to this Branch of the So-

pies, which they diſperſed in the moſt prudent, uſeful 1743+ 
and extenſive Manner they could. But ſuch was the 
Zeal and Thirſt of good Chriſtians throughout Wales 
for having - the Holy Scriptures. in that Language, 
(wherein alone they could poſſibly read them) that 
this Impreſſion, large as it was, fell exceedingly ſhorc 
. of the univerſal Demand that was made for it. For 
which Reaſon the Society, from a compaſſionate and 
_ Chriſtian Regard to their Wants, put into the Preſs 
another Edition of the Bible, conſiſting of the fame 1752.

HE Inſtructing of Youth, and Providing for 
| the Poor and Impotent, are ſuch obvious Du- 
1 ties, that they meet with univerſal Approbation; 
1 8 but the moſt proper Means to attain that good 
1 End, are often diſputed. | 
It |. Tax Erecting of Charity Schools has moſt cer- 
tainly laid a good Foundation for the firſt ; and the 
late excellent Law relating to Work- Houſes, has put 
it in the Power of every Pariſh in a much better 
Manner to provide for the latter. 
As to the Charity Schools, it muſt needs be ac- 
knowledged, that thoſe excellent Perſons ** firſt 
form'd,

form' d, and they who have ſince conducted that good 
Work, ought ever to be mentioned with Honour: 
And now, that ſuch Schools are eſtabliſhed in moſt 
Parts of the Kingdom, it is much to be wiſhed that 
ſome Means could be contrived to render them till 
more uſeful, and effectually to anſwer the good Pur- 
poſes of their Inſtitution. 
IT is conceived, that if the Children educated in 
Charity Schools were employed in ſome ſuch Buſi-

HE Decay of Piety and Religion, and the Increaſe of Sin 

and Vice, are fo viſible in our Days, notwithſtanding the 
Endeavours of the Parochial Clergy to prevent them; that no ad- 
ditional Expedients ought to be omitted, which may help, in 
any Meaſure, to preſerve among our People a Senſe of Duty, 
and a Spirit of Devotion. 

OE of theſe Expedients is, the putting into their Hands, as 

Occaſion ſhall be found, ſome ſhort and plain Tracts upon Reli- 
gious Subjects; ſuch as being ſhort, they are like to read, or may 
eaſily procure to be read to them; and being alſo plain, they can- 
not fail of underſtanding; and moreover, being always at band, 
and read over often, they will naturally make a deeper Impreſſion 
upon their Minds, than Inſtructions and Admonitions, either from 
the Pulpit, or by Word of Mouth.

7 2 E SocitTy, ſince the Publication of the laſt 
Accounts, have received ſeveral Letters from 
"th þ their Miſſionaries in India; the Subſtance of 


which they-proceed to lay before their Members 
and the Public in the following Manner, 


The Reverend Meſſieurs Fabricius and Hreitbaupt, in a 
Letter dated January 14, WHEL containing an Account 
of the Progreſs of their Miſſion through the res 
Year, acquaint the Socizry that they and all their 
ſiſtants in the Service of the Miſſion had enjoyed to- 
krable Health, and that the Country had been bleſſed 


with 
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with Peace and Tranquillity. The Addition to their 
Congregations, by ſuch Perſons and Families, as had, 
after receiving proper Inſtructions, forſaken Paganiſm or 
Popery, and were become their Fellow-Chriſtians and 
Proteſtants, conſiſted with regard to the Malabar Con- 
gregations of 54, and to the Portugueze Congregation of 
17, conſequently together of 71 Souls. Children, born 
in both Congregations and Chriſtened, were 49, in all 
120. Only 28 Perſons had died. | | 
They obſerve that the Poor enter into the Church of 
CnRISsT, and that they are ready and willing to receive 
them, although afterwards the- Difficulty they have to 
prune them Employment, and to find out for them a 
ay to get their Livelihood, or if they are old and 
infirm, to ſuſtain them with Alms, is thereby increaſed. 
They obſerve farther that the rich and great People are 
ſo connected with their Tribes and Relations in that 
Country, that they as yet in vain wait for their Conver- 
ſion, till it ſhall pleaſe Gop to bring down their Pride; 
and to awaken alſo the Zuropean Gentlemen to a 
grove Deſire towards the Propagation of the Kingdom of 
ZHRIST. There is, however, at Madras a pretty nume- 
rous Congregation of ſuch as-worſhip the only true Gon, 
to whom the divine and pure Doctrines of Chriftianity 
are conſtantly preached, and among whom the Holy 
Sacraments are duly adminiſtered. 

Mr Breithaupt goes ſeveral Times every Week to con- 
verſe with thoſe he meets with in the Villages and Fields, 
or near the Pagodas, laying before them the Doctrines 
of the Chriſtian Religion, and admoniſhing them to turn 
from their Idols to Gop through Faith in Jesus CHRIST 
the Redeemer of the World. Of theſe Diſcourſes Mr 
Breithaupt keeps a Journal. They aſſure the Socigry 
that this Buſineſs of converſing with the Heathens round 
about them, and of laying the Doctrines of the Goſpel 
before thoſe alſo, who come ſometimes to ſee them in 
their Rooms, is carefully 12 z and that the viſit- 
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ing rs the Sick in their Congregations is not neglected 
by them. | | 

fo ſome Functions of their Miniſtry were deſired by 
their Proteſtant Brethren in the Dutch Settlement at Pul- 
licatt, Mr Fabricius in the Month of April went thither, 
preached a Sermon, and chriſtened ſeveral Children. In 
his Return he took a pretty large Circuit through the Coun- 
try, till he came to 83 where a Poligar, who 
is Tributary to the Nabob, poſſeſſes a Diſtrict of Coun- 
* and reſides in the Woods. His People had, above 
a Vear ago, made ſome Acquaintance with Mr Fabricius 
at Wepery, and He had promiſed them that when he 
ſhould go to Pullicatt, he would take his Way through 
thoſe Woods, and would come and ſee the oligar 
himſelf. Being arrived there, he had .an Opportunity 
of laying before him and his People the t Vanity 
and Sinfulneſs of Idolatry, and likewiſe the Chriſtian 
Doctrine of the only one true and living Gop, and of 
the Work of Redemption by Jesvs CHRIST. 73 
In October laſt an Engliþ Artillery - Captain deſired 
Mr Fabricius to come to Ambore to join Him and the 
Siſter of the Commanding Officer of that Place in Holy 
Matrimony. - Although this Place, which lieth Weſt- 
ward ſrom the Coaſt, was almoſt five-days Journey diſ- 
tant from his Abode, yet Mr Fabricius undertook it with 
Pleaſure, that he might have an Opportunity of preach- 
ing, here and there in thoſe Parts, the Goſpel of CyzisT 
to the Heathens. Accordingly he delivered the Chriſ- 
tian Doctrines to ſuch People as would enter into Diſ- 
courſe with him. In a Villge between Velore and Am- 
bore he had very attentive Hearers both in going and 
coming back. At Ambore he remained but one Day, 
and haſtened back to Velore; where on the Sunday he 
preached in the School-Houſe a Malabar Sermon to the 
Chriſtians of that place, who uſed to aſſemble there to 
hear Divine Service performed by the Catechiſt Taſa- 
naick. He chriſtened alſo ſome Children, and a Woman, 
who had been inſtructed by the ſaid Catechiſt; * the 
ollow- 
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following Day early in the Morning he adminiſtered the 
Sacrament to eleven Communicants ; after which he made 
__ to return home, the rainy Weather beginning to 

t in. * 4 | * 
Heſides the ſeveral Preparations, in which thoſe Hea- 
thens and Converts from Popery, who entered laſt Year 
into the Church were inſtructed, Mr Fabricius and Breith- 
aupt had alſo given Inſtruction before Eaſter to ſuch 
Perſons in the Congregations, as were to receive the holy 
Communion the firſt Time; and they were on Eafter- 
day made Partakers of it, having firſt publicly renewed 
their baptiſmal Vow. They were twenty three in Num- 
ber: and including them, one hundred and ninety four 
. Perſons received the Sacrament that Day. | | 
They write that after the Rains had very much failed 
in the foregoing two Years, it had pleaſed Goo to bleſs 
the Country in the latter Months with a pretty good 
Monſoon. Beſides this great Benefit, which the whole 
Country would enjoy, the particular and notable" In- 
ſtance of the good Providence of Gop over their Miſ- 
ſion, by putting it into the Heart of a pious Benefac- 
tor in England, (Mr Hollis) to bequeath them a Legacy 
of ſeven hundred Pounds ſterling, had produced in them 
the deepeſt Senſe of Gratitude for his fatherly Care. 

Before they conclude their Letter they mention that 
in their Printing - Office the Work of a Malabar and 
Engliſh Dictionary is carefully continued, but cannot be 
ſo ſpeedily finiſned as might be wiſhed, as it requires 
much Hie, and Attention: and that they are Print- 
ing at the ſame Time a Treatiſe compoſed by the Reve- 
rend Mr Swartz, containing Dialogues between a Hea- 
then and a Chriſtian, | | 


The Reverend MeſfieursHutteman and Geriek6 in a Letter Cuddatre. 


dated January 9, 1777, acquaint the 'SocttTy, that the 
preceding Year had proved very unhealthy to many Per- 
ſons, and particularly to their Fellow-Labourers, many 


of whom have been detained for ſeveral Months from at- 
L 2 tending 
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tending on the Buſineſs of the Miſſion - that eighteen 
adult Perſons from among the Gentiles had been received 
into the Church of CHRIST by Baptiſm, after having 
been duly inſtructed by them and the Malabar Catechiſt, 
that twenty Infants had been baptized, and from the 
Roman Catholicks eight had entered into their Communion. 
They endeavour on Sundays and at other Opportunities 
to explain to their Hearers not only the Doctrines of 
the Goſpel, but likewiſe the Obligations ariſing from 
them, ſhewing them that the Grace of Gop revealed 
Jzsvs CnrisT is the ſtrongeſt Argument to deny a 
« Ungodlineſs and worldly Luſts, and to live ſoberly, 
« righteouſly and godly in this preſent World, lookin 
«+ for that bleſſed Hope and the glorious appearing 
the great God and our Saviour Favs CuriIsT.” 
They write that in the Malabar School, beſides thoſe at 
Pollam and Dewucottab, 35 Children are inſtructed, that 
Tſaac and his Son Rayappen are appointed their School- 
maſters, and that they acquit themſelves tollerably well 
in that Employment. At the Poliams they have not 
been fo duc. it being very difficult to get a faith- 
ful and able Man to do the Buſineſs there. Their 
Schoolmaſter Gabriel, as far as they can judge, has been 
diligent in his Calling at Dewucottab. Mr Gericki has 
been twice at Dewucottah, and thrice at Pollam, accom- 
panied by a Catechiſt. They have done every thing 
in their Power to invite the Heathens to a friendly Dif: 
courſe and Converſation on religious Matters, who heard 
their Arguments for the moſt part with Attention, and 
appro of the Reaſonableneſs and happy Tendency of 
Chriſtian Religion. What Effect theſe Diſcourſes 
may have produced upon their Minds the Searcher of 
the human Heart knoweth beſt. | 
They farther inform the SocteTY that the holy Com- 
munion had been thrice adminiſtered at Cuddalore to 
Fifty Perſons, twice at Pallam to Sixteen, and twice at 
Dewnucottah to Six Perſons, en

Amongſt the ſeven Perſons, who had renounced Po- 
ry and embraced the Proteſtant: Faith, was one Man 
of good Repute, who had — Mr Diemer to ſet 
him right in the Articles of worſhipping of Images, 
Saints, and the Virgin Mary, of Purgatory, of the Maſs, 
and of Tranſubſtantiation. Mr Diemer had given him 
full Satisfaction in the Refutation of thoſe Errors; and 
he found his Mind at reſt, after the clear Inſtruction he 
had received, and was very conſtant in his Attendance on 
the Service of the Church. He alſo was labouring ear- 
neſtly to bring his Wife over to our Church, and there 
was great Reaſon to hope that his Endeavours would 
have the deſired Effect. He was likewiſe very zealous 
in exhorting, inſtructing and perſuading others of his

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The Reaſon why there were more Communicants in 
the Engliſh than in the Portugueze Congregation was that 
many of the Portugneze underſtood Engliſh, and therefore 
choſe to join with that Congregation. 
Mr Diemer having for ſome time found himſelf much 
-indiſpoſed, and his Breaſt and Lungs being ſo weak, 
that he was unable to e through the whole Service 
in reading Prayers and Preaching, it was judged neceſ- 
ſary to let Mr Niernander s Son read Prayers, that Mr 
Diemer might only preach. Wherefore from the 14th of 
July, which was the 6th Sunday after Trinity, Robert 
William Kiernander had aſſiſted in reading the Prayers. 
But as Mr Diemer's Indiſpoſition increaſed ſo as to ren- 
der him incapable of doing any Duty, he followed the 
Advice of Phyſicians, and for a better Change of Air, 
went, about the 19th of Auguſt, to Fredericknagore, the 
Daniſh Settlement, and about the 7th of September, to 
Chinſura, the Duteb Settlement. Mr Kzernander in the 
mean time preached, but not without the utmoſt dif- 
ficulty on account of the weakneſs of his Sight. Al- 
though he was now and then kindly aſſiſted by the 
Eng/iſh Chaplain the Reverend Mr Fobnſon, yet he could 
continue to diſcharge this Duty no longer than till the 
ioth of November, which was the 23d Sunday after 
Trinity. It now ſeemed as if the Performance of Di- 
vine Service in Exgliſß muſt of Neceſſity be laid aſide. 
Upon which Mr Kiernander conſulted with the Hon- 
ourable Mr Juſtice Chambers; and it was thought rather 
convenient, that Mr Kiernander's Son ſhould alſo begin 
to preach as well as to read Prayers. He accordingly 
preached on the 17th of November, which was the 24t 
Sunday after Trimty, and continued to do ſo with Ap- 
probation. —The 3d of December, Mr Diemer returned 
from Chinſura to Calcutta, having reſolved to go to the 
Coalt for the farther Recovery of his Health, and to 
viſit his Brethren the Miſſionaries there. However, as

better, he preached. on Chriſtmas Day, and intended 
alſo to preach on New Years Day. | 3 5 
Mr . acquaints the Socizrr, that having 
ſome Years ago bought a Piece of Ground, on — 
for a Burial Ground, the Miſſion having none there, 
He had that Year built a Brick Wall round it. He 
had alſo taken down his old Houſe. near the Church 
and was rebuilding it, and 3 to get it finiſhed about 
the end of February: which Houſe he intended to ap- 
propriate to the Miſſion to ſerve for the Reſidence of 
two Miſſionaries. He adds, that the Members of their 
Congregation had made ſome kind Preſents to the 
Church. Mrs Ann Cbambers had given a fine White 
Altar- Cloth for the Communion: Mr Charles Weſton,. 
Father-in-law. to Mr Diemer, had preſented the Church. 
with another for the ſame purpoſe : And Captain Wil- 
ham Swallow had given likewiſe a. Silver Chalice and 
Plate for the Communion at the Viſitation of the Sick. 
In a Letter from Mr Kiernander dated February 10, 
1777, he ſays, that on the 24th of. January his dear 
9 9 Mr Diemer went on board of a Ship in order 
to go to Madras, although he was then tolerably well 
recovered, But after a few Days not finding himſelf 
ſo well on, board the Ship he returned home again, and 
had reſumed his Duty in the Miſſion, He preached the 
Day before the Date of this Letter, and was willing to 
continue to do ſo as often as he ſhould find himſelf 
able. Nevertheleſs as his Conſtitution was weak and 
he alone could not go through the whole Duty in the 
Engliſh Congregation ;. and as Mr Bento's Aſſiſtance could 
not, on account of his declining Health, be much longer 
expected in the Portugueze Congregation, there was an 
abſolute Neceſſity for ſending out another Miſſionary. 
Mr Kiernander adds, that after the Miſſion-houſe was 
finiſhed, he intended to have a Plan made of the whole 
Extent of the Ground, in order to ſhew how the Church, 
School and Miſſion-Houſe are ſituated, and with the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of Mr Juſtice Chambers to get a Deed executed

In a Letter from the Reverend Mr Diemer dated the 
5th of March, 1777, he writes, that on account of the 
ill and uncertain State of his Health, he had been almoſt 
induced to repair to Europe; but that after a long ſtrug - 
gle his Sickneſs had at aſt taken a favourable Turn, 
and he ſeemed to think that he was a little ſeaſoned to 
that hot Climate.

The Reverend Mr n, in a 8 dated January 

21, 1777, acquaints the Society that the 8 ae of 
the divine Doctrine had been his firſt and main Buſineſs 
that in this bleſſed Work he had been aſſiſted by the 
Catechiſts according to their Abilities, One of them, 
and in his Opinign the ableſt, had quitted this Life to 
his very ſenſible Grief, His Name was Rayappen or Peter, 
His ſolid Knowledge of the Chriſtian Doctrine, his meek 
Behaviour towards all, his contented Mind, particu- 
larly his Love to Cnnisr, and humble Zeal in preachin 
the Word of Gop were acknowledged by Ae an 
Heathens. He writes that among the Heathens there 
were many who were convinced of the Excellency of the 
Chriſtian Doctrine, but were miſerably kept back from 
embracing it by Fear and other worldly Conſiderations, 
But ſtill, ſays he, We hope, Gop will bleſs our feeble 
Endeavours to the true Converſion of ſome. It is our 


Duty to be faithful in the Diſcharge of our Office, with- 
out 


out being too anxious about the Number of thoſe, who 
are ted by it. Thoſe who had offered themſelves 
to be inſtru in the Chriftian Doctrine in order to enter 
into Covenant with Gon by . 12 were about 30, young 
and old Perſons included. The Congregation at Vellum 
was ſmall, but he hoped by the Bleffing of Gop to ſee 
it increaſed, Two Catechiſts of aracter are fixed 
there. It is true one might be ſufficient at preſent to 
take Care of the Chriſtian Families, but two are of great 
Comfort to each other; not only in their Converſations 
with the Heathens, but in their mutual Edification. 
Every Evening they have Service in the Church; ſo that 
thoſe who have a Mind or Leiſure may attend Prayers. 
The Schools are kept up as before Some of the Boys 
who are brought up in the Engiifþ School are employed; 
one, to inſtruct the Childten of a Gentleman in reading; 
another as an inferior Writer to copy Letters, &c. and 
a third in a Military Capacity. The School at Tanjour is in 
its Infancy. Mr Swartz fays, that the Malabar School 
at Tirutſchinapally cheriſheth his hope of ſeeing young Peo- 
ple well-educated, One of the Catechiſts is placed in 
a Village near Tanjour, where the Miſſionaries at Tran- 
guebar had formerly built a Houſe for divine Worſhip. 
He fays he has had the kindeſt Aſſiſtance given him in 
the Courſe of the Year by one of his Tranguebarian Bre- 
thren, the Reverend Mr 7ohn, who had officiated many 
Months at Trrut/chinapally, when Mr Swartz's Bufineſs 
called him to Tanjour. | 

In another Letter dated September 23, 1777, he ex- 
preſſes great Joy at hearing of Mr Schoelkopf”s ſafe Arri- 
val at as, on the 16th of June.— But alas ! how was 
his Joy turned into Mourning at being informed ſoon 
after of the Death of his intended Colleague Mr Schoelkopfy 
who fell fick of a bloody Flux, and died at Madras on 
the tith of July. My Grief, ſays he, was great, but 
well knowing that all the Ways of a holy Gop are : 800d, 
I reſigned my Will to his wiſe Providence. He is 
the Lord of his Church. . he have Mercy upon 
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us, and ſend faithful Labourers into his Vineyard, 
He writes farther, that he had addreſſed his Brethren at 
Tranquebar, intreating them to aſſiſt him; and that they 
had promiſed to ſend Mr Poble, who lately arrived at 
Tranquebar, to his Aſſiſtance, ; 1 22 T0 

He acquaints the Socizry that he had often viſited 
Tanjour, where he has eſtabliſhed an Engliſh and Malabar 


School, one in the little, and one in the large Fort; 
in which 40 Children are educated. | 


In a Letter from the Reverend the Daniſþ Miſſion- 
aries, dated January 30, 1777, they aſſure the Society 
that the deceaſed Mr Hollis's Legacy ſhall be faithfully 
applied to the Purpoſes intended by the Teſtator ; and 
that they have already ſelected about 20 Children, whom 
they deſign to inſtruct in ſeveral Languages in order to 
make them fit to ſerve in Church, and in Civil Em- 
ployments ; and that they are reſolved to put the Schools 
there and in the Country upon a better Footing. They 
write that . their Congregations in the Courſe of the laſt 
Year, had been increaſed by the Addition of 244 Mem- 
bers; namely, to the Por/ugueze Congregation were added 
13, and to the Malabar 231. In this Number were in- 


cluded 137 Children born of Chriſtian Parents, 84 Hea- 
thens, and 23 Papiſts. 


Their Schools are maintained in the ſame Manner as 
before. In the Portugueze School are inſtructed 27 Boys 
and 24 Girls—Ia the Malabar School, 146 Boys and 121 
Girls, In the little Schools in the Country are 62 Chil- 


dren, who enjoy the Benefit of a Chriſtian Education. 


They inform the Society that in their Printing-Preſs 


they have finiſhed the 5 Books of Moſes tranſlated into 


the Malabar Language; beſides many little Tracts in the 
Portugueze and Malabar Languages, which have been 


printed off occaſionally. 


In a Letter dated September 2 1777. They write that 

a New Miſſionary was arrived, with a Phyſician and 
another Aſſiſtant, who had been of very great Service

The Rev. Mr Profeſſor Freylinghauſen has been ſo oblig- 
ing as to favour the SocitTyY with a Letter, dated March
